Cherry, II., Dec, 8.—[Special. }—Charges of 
mismanagement and incompetency on the 
part of members of the local mine relief com- 
mission will de included in a report of a 
special investigating committee sent to Cher- 
ry today by Mayor Fred A. Busse of Chicago. 

After a rigid investigation into more than 
a score of complaints that have been re- 
ceived in Chicago, this committee, including 
Ald, Scully and Representative Anton Cer- 
mak, reported that destitution and even hun- 
ger was the rule rather than the exception. 

Tomorrow they will make a detailed report 
to Mayor Busse, in which they will ask that 
a special meeting of the Citicago relief coin- 
mittee he appointed some weeks ago be 
called. It is considered more than likely that 
the entire committee will be asked to take 
at least a portion of the funds raised in Chi-. 
cago out of the hands of the Red Cross and 
place it in the hands of the United Minework- 
ers of (America for distribution. 


Charges Which Will Be Made. 
Among the specific complaints made by 
Mayor Busse’s investigators are: 
That there has been no tea, coffee, or sugar 
distributed in Chetry other than that sent by 


“The Chicago Tribune train of relief sup- 
plies, 


That there has been no fresh meat within the 
reach of the widows and orphans for more than 
a week—in many instances much longer. 

That medical attention is needed in many 
cases and that since the removal of “ The Trib- 
une’s statt of nurses, only four trained nurses, 
practically under the direction of the Chicago, 
Mitwaukee and St. Paul railroad, have been on 
the ground. 

That less than half a carload of food and sup- 
plies, largely of breakfast foods and food of « 
sort the miners’ families are unused to eating 
and preparing, was found in the Red Cross dis- 
tributing station. 

Ancther feature of the pelle work that 
has caused sharp criticism is the administra- 
tion of the relief fund subscribed by tive 2,000 
employés of the Chicago, Milwaukee and st. 
Paul railway system. The Work of er- 
pending this fund and distributing the relief 
supplies is in charge of Ahdrew Craig, an 
assistant in the office of H. G. Haugan, con- 
troller of the railway company. 


Refuse to Redeem Orders. 


All orders for supplies lesued by Craig bear 
his name or that of W. W. Taylor, general 
manager of the St. Paul Coal company, ond 
the orders are drawn on the Northern Mr- 
cantile company, a store said to be odd 
ty ie coal company. If this “ors does n t 
have in stock the articles needed by the 
persons holding the company orders, . the 
needy persons are required to do without the 
supplies, for the “company” has refused 
to redeem orders accepted at other stores. 

Ald. Scully indignantly denounced the 
method of distributing the supplies, declaring 
red tape was keeping women and children 
hungry and cold. 

‘Chicago people donated freely, some of 
them when it meant a personal sacrifice to 
do so, but they*thought nothing of it,“ said 
the alderman. However, they did so in the 
belief that their funds were going to place 
bread In the mouths of the hungry down here, 
no matter what their situation might be. 

“I found today, for instance, that a woman 
with two children was deprived of supplies 
because she had lost no blood relatives in 
the disaster. Heretofore she had kept a 
boarding house. As every man who boarded 
at her house was killed in the mine disaster 
she has been left in absolute want.“ 

A carload of fresh meat and some fresh 
vegetables and supplies of the sort Tun 
TRIBUNE sent into Cherry should be pur- 
chased with the fundgalready in the hands of 
the relief committee,“ said Representative 
Cermak.

FORCED TO TRY SUICIDE. 


Husband Was Jealous of Every One 
Théy Knew, She Alleges. 


New York, Dec. 8.—“ Liar,” with qualfi- 
cations of varying intensity, was one of the 
mildest epithets William Gould Brokaw, the 
millionaire yachtsman, was accustomed to 
apply to his wife, according te her testimony 
in court today. Mrs. Brokaw, who was Mary 
Blair, is suing her husband at Mineola, L. I. 
for separation and alimony of $60,000 a year, 
on grounds of alleged cruel and abusive 
treatment and failure to provide for her sup- 
port. The Bröka ws were married in 1007. 
“We shall show.“ said her counsel, in ad- 
dressing the court today, that abuse of the 
bride began two hours after the marriage 
ceremony . Brokaw was madly jealous tor 
no reason. ) 
He often forced hie wife to eat alone, and 
keep to her room for the entire day. Dur- 
ing the honeymoon they ate only four meals 
together. He broke into her room at ail 
hours, and, on one occasion, whem the door 
was slammed in his face, smeared red ink 
on his forehead and ran around the hallway 
in his pajamas, crying and complaining to 
the bellboys. He was habitually intoxicated, 
and frequently used abusive language.“ 


Hard to Answer Questions.

“I had gone at the doctor so hard that I 
was afraid that he'd get mad. I didn’t want 
to let on, what I felt—that he had not been 
I hated to be that harsh with 
him, so I kept my thoughts to myself. 

“ We went on talking and I told the doctor 
that I had better fit him up with a complete 
log all the way to the pole, with every sort 
of observation init. If he didn’t want it for 
any other purpose, I said, it would be of use 
in cheeking up his own observations, al- 
though I felt thatthey were sadly lacking if 
he had them at all. I wanted to ask if he 
would show the observations to me, dut I 
did not want to embarrass him. 

“When I left Dr. Cook it was with the un- 
derstanding that I was to get for him the 
charts he wanted, together with a number of 
books on polar observations, and that I was 
to work out from the narrative in the Her- 
ald all his sights for latitude and longitude, 
based upon the latitudes as published. That 
was a pretty good job. There were about 
thirty latitudes given in the Herald narrative 
and there were a few longitudes. The jati- 
tudes carried Dr. Cook from Svartevaag to 
the pole. The doctor handed me a slip of 
paper on which he had written the rv 
tions he wanted from Svartevaag north. 


Cook’s Orders to Loose. 


Here is a copy of the paper of inatructions 
exactly as Capt, Loose says it was written 
by Dr. Cook. It was an ordinary sheet of 
note paper, torn irregularly half way down: 

Svartevaag—Start March 17-18. Strong 
wind—haze. 

March 80~—obs latt & long.

„ When Dr. Cook gave me that paper of 


instructions,“ says Capt. Loose, he told me 
that he wanted the altitudes of the sun. 
which would give him the latitudes and longl- 
tudes as mentioned in the Herald from Svar- 
tevaag to the pole. He told me he had 
reached Svartevaag on March 17 and left 
there on the 18th. He wanted the latitudes, 
he said, from March 18 to April 28. also the 
latitudes and longitudes from March 80 to 
April 28. The doctor told me he had one sight 
for latitude at noon on April 18 which had 
not appeared in the Herald. He wanted the 
altitude on that, 

“The doctor, before I left him that day. 
produced a notebook about ten inches square 
in which he said he had some of his observa- 
tions, and, referring to that, he asked me to 
get the latitude at noon on these positions: 

„March 24, 88 degrees 31 minutes. 

„ March 80, 84 degrees 50 minutes. 

„April 8, 86 degrees 36 minutes. 

“ April 11, 87 degrees 20 minutes. 

„April 14, 88 degrees 21 minutes. 

„April 20, 80 degrees 46 minutes. 

„% April 21, 6 p. m., and 12 p. m. 

“ April 22, 6 a. m. and noon.” 

Wanted Impossible Observation. 

„In reading from the book he gave no lati- 
tude for April 21 and 22. He also wanted 
the longitude sights for March 24, 96 de- 
grees 27 minutes; March 30, 95 degrees 86 min- 
utes; April 8, 94 degrees 2 minutes, which he 
told me were taken in the forestoon, and these 
longitude sights taken in the afternoon, read- 
ing from the book in giving them te me: 
April 11, 96 degrees 19 minutes; April 14, 06 
degrees 82 minutes; April 20, 94 degrees 52 
minutes. The last two longitude sights, I 
found out later, could not be worked out. 
I said he would have to consider them as 
dead reckoning longitudes. 

“It struck me as queer when I studied 
these figures as submitted by the doctor that 
in some instances the dates did not corre- 
spond with those given for the same posi- 
tion in the Herald summary of Oct.8 This 
was the case with regard to the position 
at 88 degrees 81 minutes, which in the Herald 
summary was given as March 23 and in the

view. Mr. Dunkle had told me that I was to 
call myself Andrew H. Lewis, as the doctor 
couldn't afford to run any chances of having 
himself identified with Capt. Loose, the navi- 
gator. Sol went up there as Andrew Lewis. 
When the clerk at the hotel told me the doc- 
tor was not there, I thought the doctor was 
trying to hide from me. I told the clerk I 
didn’t like being treated that way. I 
thought, of course, Dr. Cook would have left 
Word at the hotel desk to let me go to his 
‘room.

Later on, when I found that the doctor 
had not arrived, and that I was not supposed 
to have called for him, lest some spy might 
hear me, I thought that maybe 1 had laid the 
way to spoil the whole business, It worried 
me quite a good deal, until the doctor arrived 
at the hotel and assured be that no trouble 
would come of it. 

The doctor appeared glad to see me that 
day. I had some of the observatiogs ready. 
They were of stars which he might have seen 
at Anporatok. He thanked me fer them and 
stuck them in his pocket. 

“On that occasion I discussed with Dr. 
Cook his pole observation of 8) degrees 59 
minutes 45 seconds. I asked the doctor how 
he came s0 close to the pole. 


Polar Observation Wonderful.“ 


That was 4 wonderful observation,’ I 
said. He replied that it was, but that he 
had made it with great care. 

“I suggested to the doctor that he ought 
to have allowed for depression at the pole, 
which is calculated at five of six miles. He 
said he had not decided that there was any 
depression there. I told him that if it ap- 
peared in the minds of the scientists that 
there was a depression, therelwould be good 


ground for saying that this observation had¥i 


been fabricated, as it could mot under those 
circumstances have beer taken. 

ae suggesied to him as an alternative that 
he might assume that this observation had 
deen taken without the use of an artificial 
horizon and he could preseume that the ob- 
servaiion had been taken from a hummock 
of ice twenty-six feet in elevation. By a 
direct observation and omitting to allow for 
the twenty-six feet elevation, it would show 
that he had been five miles short of such an 
actual position, and thus the scientists would 
calculate at worst that he had been about 
one or two miles from the actual pole, which 
would be close enough to establish his claim. 


Doesn’t Know What Azimuth Is. 


At this interview I asked Dr. Cook some 
more questions to satisfy myself as to his 
knowledge, or lack of knowledge, of observa- 
tions and explorations in general. We were 
discussing the azimuth, and I asked Dr. 
Cook what he understood that to mean. I 
had taken it from his discussion that he 
hadn’t much of an idea. g

Didn’t Dare Tell Cock of Loss. 


„1 think it must have rolled out of my 
suitcase and that I made a grab for it) The. 
suitcase I neyer did get back. I notified the 
police of Brooklyn, but they could not locate 
it. I did not dare tell Dr. Cook that I had lost 
his SVérdrup, ae he had trouble enough al- 
ready, and I didp’t want to add to it for fear 
he might lose his nerve entirely. He had 
seemed to be so nervous when I saw him the 
last time that I really felt sorry for him. 

“When I saw the doctor next, it was on 
Nov. 16, when I went up to the Gramatan 
with Mr. Dunkle, and he was waiting for 
more observations. I had only a few to give 
him. He said it would be quite necessary for 
me to stay at the hotel and with him until 
he had completed his observations, as there 
was a great howl going up over them, and 
he had to get them to Copenhagen right away. 

I tol the doctor that it would not take 
long to complete the observations. I had 
succeeded in getting him almost to the pole. 
He told me he wanted two sets of observa- 
tions at the pole, taken six hours apart, for 
forty-eight hours, as that was the number 
he had stated in the Herald narrative as 
having been taken. The reason he wanted 
the two different sets was to see how they 
loked with the depression at the pole taken 
into consideration and without the depres- 
sion. He had not yet made up his mind he 
said. whether there should be a depression, 
as he was still puzzled about that. 


Discovered Pole in Hotel Room. 

“TI went to work on the pole observations 
and sat up that night until I couldn't keep 
awake any more. I made the observations 
just as the doctor had wanted. Eight gave 
a latitude of 90 degrees and eight gave 89 de- 
grees, 56 minutes. I did not bother about the 
seconds. It was getting down to too fine a 
point to suit me. 

“ Besides these observations Dr. Cook had 
asked me to ascertain for him the altitude 
on April 21, 1908, at noon, of the sun at the 
pole from his observation as he gave it to me 
of latitude 80 degrees 59 minutes 45 seconds. 
He seemed determined to put In that observa- 
tion down to the seconds, and anyhow, it was 
quite necessary, if he was to prove that he 
actually made the observation at all to give 
along with it the latitude sight. 

“To get that, I had to work it out back- 
ward.“ 


Polar Observations, 

Here is the observation, down to the lati- 
tude sight, as Capt. Loose says he gave it, 
signed, to Dr. Cook:

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The technical terms, as they appear on the 
memorandum of observation, in Capt. 
Loogse’s handwriting, are, interpreted, as fol- 
lows: 

Sun’s meridian altitude, apparent altitude, 
refraction; parallax, barometer, thermome- 
ter, semi-diameter, true altitude, zenith dis- 
tance, declination. 

„ Altogether,”’ said Capt. Loose, I worked 
out probably fifty altitude sights by the re- 
verse route. They included not alone sights 
on latitude and longitude by the sun, but 
also sights on stars for time, chronometer 
rate and compass error and positions. 

Worked Without Chronometer. 

“The day after my arrival at the Grama- 
tan,“ the captain proceeds, Mr. Dunkle left, 
and that night I sat up working on more ob- 
servations and figuring out compass correc 
tions and a number of other things. Mr. 
Dunkle had taken his watch away with him 
and 1 didn’t have any, so that when 1 got 
tired of working I had no idea what time it 
was.

I know the approximate latitude 
and longitude of New York, and after reck- 
oning it all out I found that it was 11 hours

“The next day in a talk with Dr. Cook I 
spoke of the necessity of his being able to ge“ 
the correct time in each of the observations, 
and I wanted him to be able to explain to the 
scientists how he did it.

Tells How to Reckon Watches. 


“I sugsested to the doctor that he assume 
that of the three chronometer watches that 
he told me he had with him on the trip to the 
pole, watch No. 1 was 1 minute 46 seconds 
slow of Greenwich mean time at the time of 
this observation, and losing three seconds 
daily, as computed on future observations. 
He ought to assume watch No. 2 as 4 minutes 
7 seconds slow of Greenwich mean time at 
this observation and losing 3 4-10 seconds 
daily. Watch No. 8, I told him, ought to be 
used for loca} time pu These calcula- 
tions, I informed him, were necessary, inas- 
much as each minute of tim@would make a 
difference of, approximately five miles fn all 
future calculations for longitude in those 
regions or paraflels. 

“IT asked Dr. Cook if he had done that with 
his chronometer watches, and he replied that 
he presumed he had done so, as that was a 
part of the work of his trip, but that he could 
not produce the calculations. So I worked 
out a complete set of chronometer observa- 
tions for him, clear up to and including 
Svartevaag. The position which weassumed 
for Anoratok in these calculations was 78 
degrees 34 minutes north latitude, TI degrees 
minutes west longitude, and by u sketch I 
showed him that his compass error would be 
approximately north 107 degrees west. In 
my calculations for time I used sideral time 
as roughly 28 hours 56 minutes 4 seconds, 
which is close enough for all purposes. 


Doctor Still Has No Records. 

“At Svartevaag, the longitude of which 
had been located differently by two expior- 
ers, I struck an average, using latitude 81 
degrees 21 minutes north and longitude 98 de- 
grees 50 minutes west, which would give a 
difference in time of 6 hours 15 minutes and 
20 seconds from Greenwich. The doctor, 
when I handed him these computations, 
again told me that he had no observations of 
any description at either Anoratok or Svart- 
evaag. I gave him observations or sights on 
several stars which would give him a pretty 
close idea of how his chronometer watches 
might have rum since leaving Anoratok. 

“TI gave him an azimuth observation which 
would tend to show compass error at Svarte- 
vaag to be north 147 degrees west. | 

When I submitted the latitude sights to 
Dr. Cook at the Gramatan they covered only 
the trip to the pole and at the pole. I re- 
marked to the doctor that it would be a good 
scheme—a very wise scheme—if he would 
send over to Copenhagen the latitude sights 
on his way down from the pole. Dr. Cook 
looked stumped for a minute and then I said 
to him: 

„Well. that'll be all right, doctor. 
can say that you got to the pole and that 
everybody knows you got back and that you 
left the return observations in a cache 
somewhere.’ 


Yes, He Did Leave Them at Etah. 


Tes, that's right,’ replied the doctor. ‘I 
did leave them in a cache at Etah, where my 
inetruments ang. I'm going to get them next 
spring if I can.” 

“I laughed and said, Yes, if you can 

“ The last I saw of Dr. Cook was on Friday 
night, Nov. 19, when I turned over to him the 
last of the observations I had made for him. 
I had covered the whole trip from Anoratok 
to the pole and had paved the way for him, 
if he used them, to have his records accepted 
by the University of Copenhagen. 

“I don't think any polar explorer ever 
could have a more complete set of observa- 
tions. There was nothing lacking that I 
could think of, because it meant $1,500 bonus 
to Dunkle and me if he got them through, 
and $500 extra that the doctor had told me 
I would get. And then I felt some natural 
pride in my own discovery of the north pole. 
I wanted the proofs to be in such shape that 
the Danish societies could not shoot holes 
through them, as they certainly would have 
done through Dr. Cook's. é 

My last advice to Dr. Cook as we shook 
hands at the Hotel Gramatan was that he 
gend accurate copies of the observations as 
I had given them to him, together with ex- 
planatory data that I had made up, showing 
his compass variations and his chronom- 
eter sights. H ethanked me for the aid I 
had given him and expressed the hope chat 
the scientists would pass favorably upon the 
proofs.

Kept Calculations to Copy? 

“During my stay at the Hotel Gramatan 
Dr. Cook had in his possession calculations I 
made for him. Some of these he returned 
after having kept them a day or longer, or 
a sufficient time to have copied them. He did 
not return the latitude sights from Svarte- 
vaag to the pole, nor the chart of his sup- 
posed route to the pole, which I worked out 
for him from an improvised map of my own, 
similar to the admiralty charts. He aleo 
kept alb the books on observations and polar 
information which I had bought for him at 
his request, 

„I have placed in the possession of the 
New York Times the original papers, show- 
ing my calculations or the method of deter- 
mining them, upon which were based the 
observations submitted to Dr. Cook and also 
the original observations which I gave to him 
with the exception of those from Svartevaag 
to the pole. Of these latter I have furnished 
the Tunes with copies.“

FAMINE IN THE COLD WAVE. 


Attempt. Made to Preveht Piping of 
Fuel to Missouri Cities. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Kansas 
and practically all the southwest are suf- 
fering from a cold wave and a gas famine. 
The Topeka situation grew serious this after- 
noon. Hospitals are without fuel gas and 
‘stores were closed because of the lack of 
heat. 

The executive mansion was turned into a 
general cooking camp for neighbors of the 
governor, whose gas supply failed today. In 
the governor's kitchen only coal from the 
state prison mine is used, and hence there 
was heat for all who could use the stove. 

No soonér had the word gone out that the 
governor's kitchen was open to all who de- 
sired to cook than a large crowd gathered at 
the mansion. Women came bearing pots, 
kettles, and pans, while ethers came with 
food alone, believing that in such a large 
kitchen as the governor's there surely would 
be utensils enough to go around. The crowd 
became too large to handle by ordinary 
methods. Mrs. Stubbs then gave out checks 
and the visiting cooks were admitted by num- 
bets only. 


Fights Piping to Missouri: 

Because of the gas shortage Gov. Stubbs 
today instructed Attorney General Jackson 
of that state to investigate the natural gas 
situation with a view of commencing injunc- 
tion proceedings against the Kansas Natural 
Gas company to prevent the company from 
supplying Kansas City and St. Joseph, Mo., 
with gas. 

The attorney general proposes to ask for 
an injunction on the ground that the Mis- 
souri towns are supplied with sufficient gas, 
while Kansas towns are suffering from a 
shortage. 

Oklahoma, Kansas, and western Missouri! 
all are feeling zero weather, the coldest be- 
ing registered at Concordia, Kas., where it 
was 6 below. 

At St. Joseph, Mo., sessions in all schoo!- 
houses in which gas is used for heating were 
suspended today. A number of factories also 
have closed down. George King, a negro, 
was frozén to death near Bonner Springs, 
Kas., today. 

Factories Close in Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 8—A biting northwest 
wind, with a temperature of 10 above zero, 
compelled the East Ohio Gas company to dis- 
continue service to fifty or more local fac- 
tories today. Approximately 10,000 men were 
temporarily laid off while artificial gas plants 
could be put in working order. Plants with- 
out these contrivances will stay shut down 
until warmer weather. 

Increased ‘use of gas in private homes di- 
minished the general supply to such a point 
that in one or two hotels only soup was 
served. The fuel supply was sufficient for 
but a single burner. Similar discomforts ex- 
isted in many homes. 2

Butte, Mont., Dec. 8—After they had 
danced continuously for fourteen hours and 
forty-one minutes without -nourishment or 
stimulants, three of the fifty-three couples 
that started last night at 10 o'clock in a 
Marathon waltz contest, were stopped by 
officers acting under instructions from 
Mayor Charles H. Nevin, who had been ad- 
vised by city and county physicians. 

Six of the girl contestants had been taken 
to a hospital, one suffering from a ruptured 
blood vessel, and another having been 
stricken with muscular paralysis, 

Some of the other women contestants were 
in ar exhausted physical condition. 

The contest was fearful. As the hours 
dragged on the tongues of the ‘giris fairly 
hung from their mogths, while their male 


j companions struggled to keep their partners 


on their feet. A fainting girl seemed ohly to 
add to the excitement of the 500 spectators 
who crowded the hall es. the contest took 
place. 

Early in the morning, when the struggle 
took on a serious aspect the promoters of 
the contest asked the participators to stop, 
but none complied, and, urged, on by the 
yelling crowd, the gifls continued the grind. 
The three surviving cpuples will be awarded 
prizes.

Dec. 8.—Private advices received 
here today from Brussels state that King 
Leopold of Belgium is in a grave physicai 
condition. He is said to have suffered # 


}paralytic stroke last Friday and a second 


stroke on Monday. These were ann by 
pulmonary trouble. 

Late in the day official denial was made at 
Brussels of the report that King Leopold 
Was seriously jl] and it also was stated he 
was suffering neither from ab 
stroke nor pulmonary troybles. The official - 
announcement cOficludées:\ . 

The king is afflicted with muscular rheu- 
matism which is exceedingly painful, but to- 
day he was able to walk about his * 
ments.“ 


Knowledge Contradicts Bulletin. 

In spite of this official denial it is Known 
positively that his condition is causing the 
utmost anxiety. It is reported that his rheu- 
matism is extending and has been compli- 
cated with paralysis, of which he has éxpe- 
rienceé two strokes, as well as with pul- 
monary trouble. 

His majesty is unable to rise from his chair. 
For years he has undergone electrical treat- 
ment at the hands of Paris specialists. He 
was determined to return to Paris last week 
in order that these treatments might be re- 
sumed, but the physician of the royal house- 
hold refused to permit the journey. 


Leopold to Protect Estate. 

The king with a few friends recently 
formed a company capitalized at $2,500,000, 
covering chiefly the art gallery and various 
estates of Leopold in Brussels and Laekem. 
The ostensible object of the company is the 
conservation and development of the proper- 
ty, but the real purpose is understood to be 
Leopold's desire to protect, in the event of 
his death, the inheritance rights of his daugh- 
ters and prevent a repetition of the claims, 
seizurés, and sales which occurred after the 
death of the queen.

Dickinson in Letter Says Man Who 


Abstains Is Better Qualified to Be 
a Useful Citizen. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]}—Sec- 
retary of War Dickinson has followed the ex- 
Frederick D. Grant, com- 
mender of the department of the lakes at 
Chicago, in taking a pulbic stand for total 
abstinence from alcoholic liquors. Haatvo- 
cates voluntary abstinence in à letter 
which will de read a mass meeting next 
Sunday in the First Congregatlonal church 
of Washington for the purpose of inaugurat- 
ing total abstinence associations in the army 
and navy. 

Gen. Grant code in the big temperance 
parade in Chicago this fall and brought down 
on his head thereby the wr&th of the United 
Societies. They protested to Secretary Dick- 
inson against the general's action, but naught 
came of the protest save official approval. 
Official circles now are waiting to hear from 
the societies on the letter of Secretary Dick- 
inson. In his letter the secretary says: 

“I believe in everything that encourages 
voluntary abstinence both within and without 
the army. The man who abstains is better 
qualified tode a useful and law abiding citizen 
and to promise his own happiness and that of 
hig family and friends. One of the greatest 
burdens upon our country is that of ‘crime 
which is the direct result of drink. When the 
Romans achieved thelr greatest success they 
were water drinkers.”

He ig suspected of intrigulng with @uate- 
mala and Salvador with the purpose of bring- 
ing about a revolution in Honduras, over- 
throwing the Davila government, and then 
forming a union between Henduras, Guate- 
mala, and Saivador for an attack on Presi. 
dent Zelaya’s government in Nicaragua. 


FOURTEEN SENTENCED TO DIE \ 
FOR MUTINY IN PHILIPPINES. 


Members of Native Constabulary Will 
Be Executed in Davao Plaza Unless 
the Supreme Court Gives Aid. 


MANILA, Dec. 9.—Fourteen men of the 
Second, company of native constabulary, sta- 
tioned at Davao, Mindanao, which mutinied 
on the night of June 6, were today sentenced 
to death after being convicted of murder. 

The murder charge was based on the killing 
of Roy Libby, a planter, when the mutinéers 
attacked the town. The executions will take 
place on Davao plasa, the scene of the up- 
rising, providing the Supreme court upholds 


the decision. The trials were held at Davao, 


Judge Gate presiding. 

Twenty-three men mutinied, eight of whom 
were killed resisting arrest, while one turnéd 
state's evidence.

Calis the Conditions Abhorrent. 
“We are face to face with abhorrent con- 
ditions,” he ald. Here we are, with celer- 


ity and speed in everything except in the ad- 
ministration of justicé: In this respect we 
must confess we are in the hind ranks of the 
civilized countries of the world. 

“In England the law is divorced from 
chicanery. But here we constantly are met 
with the deplorable delays of which Presi- 
Cent Taft speaks in his latest message. 
When a man like President Taft, who is an 

rienced judge and an able lawyer, says 
this, we well may believe it. Such a situa- 
tion, In my opinion, is a disgrace to this 
country, and will be a disgrace to the 
bef if some rugged, strong, and deter- 
mined effort is not made to rectify it. 
Litigation of that character is as costly as 
it is protracted; it brings no benefit to the 
litigants; it creaté® no respect for the law, 
and from a materialistic standpoint is not 
even profitable to the lawyers, because it 
tends to penalize litigation and thus to min- 
| imige the revenue of the profession. - ™~ 

“In this county, during 1908. there was 
expendéd $265,000 for jurors’ services, or $54,- 
000 in excess of the total amount paid for the 
salaries of all of the judges, including those 
who were brought in from outside counties to 
help in the dispatch of business. 

Naturally, in a discussion of a matter of 
this kind, the mind asks/for a remedy: Ian 
not blind to the fact that remedy is as di- 
cult of attainment as the disease which is 
not knocking for a cure, but it can be cured. 
It was cured in England, and it has never ex- 
isted in any other civilised country. 


No Excuse for Long Arguments. 
There is no case, within the reach of my 
observation, which justifies a week’s argu- 
ment, either to court or jury. The time that 
is consumed in the exhaustive, needless, 
intless arguments that are made day in 
d day out in the courts of this country, and 
particularly in the courts of the middle west 
and west, stands without any excuse or jus- 


tification. 


Now. I can see, wit t legislation, some. 
‘cure, by a more resolute disposition on the 
part of the judges to be less considerate, to be 
less kind in theirfindulgences te lawyers. 
Another cure, which to me seems most ade- 
quate, would be the abolition of the right of 
trial by jury in civil cases unless both sides 
demanded a jury trial, and then, if a jury trial 
be demanded, the requiring of only a majority 
verdict rather than unanimity. Such a con- 
ditfon can de brought about, it is true, only 
by a constitutional act, probably only by a 
constitutional amendment.

By Attorney Brady’s statement it Is discov- 
ered that what the Team Owners’ association 
is particularly interested In le the expenditure 
of the wheel tax.

According to figures obtafhed from the con- 
troller's office the total collections for wheei 
taxes in 1908 were $438,550, to which must be 
added $1,818 interest received on the fund. 
All of this money, except $3,289, which was 


for street repairs, according to the figures 
obtainable. Of the approximate $430,000 
spent on street repairs McGovern got a 
trifle over $800,000, and claimed $117,000 for 
extras. 

He put In a bill for this extra amount, which 
was disallowed by the city, and tater he 
hrought suit for it, but about the time he en- 
tered as a bidder and contestant for the con- 
tract to build a subway for the city he with- 
drew the sult. 

During 1900 up to date there has been re- 
ceived in the Wheel tax fund, including in- 
terest and the balance carried over from last 
year, $511,152, and the expenditures have been 
$484,218, of which $2,140 was for tags and 
$14,458 was for collection expense. This last 
item did not enter into the expense of the 
fund in the previous year. There are no fig- 
ures available as to the amount of this fund 
which the McGovern company has received 
this year for street repairs.

Development of German Canals. 

Count von Bernstorff in his speech to the 
convention the building of the 
ear y canals by the Prussian princes and took 
up his subject at the middie of the last cen- 
tury, when the rallways of the empire began 
to show a considerable development and the 
waterways seemed to lose some of their im- 


portance. 

About 1876 the total length of the navigable 
waterways of the empire was estimated at 
about 9,000 miles. Then from 1876 and 1900 
the greater part of the waterways were 
reorganized and the German rivers syste- 
matically improved. The greatest streams 
were so much deepened by correcting the 
mean and water levels thet at mean water 
capacious ships were allowed safe passage 
and even at low water navigation was still 
profitable, 

All improvements aimed. at creating water- 
ways which would assure the passage east of 
Berlin of vessels of 400 tons capacity and 
west of Berlin of. vebsels of at least 600 tona, 
though not at low water times. Where a 
suitable correction was not possible the 
rivers were converted into use as canels and 
provided with locks of large dimensions. 

Comparing the effect of the development of 
the inland watérways on the traffic of the 
| railways the count said notwithstanding the 
constant increase of the railways, the short 
waterways have had a traffic equal to nearly 
one-third of the aggregate of that of the 
railways. 


Must Teach the People, He Says. 
Outlining the work “before the convention, 
President Ransdell said the waterway advo- 
7cates must make the people who elect the 

congressmen and the state legislators under- 
stand that water transportation is much 
cheaper than rail for heavy, low class, bulky 
articles. 

We must make them understand,“ he 
said, that a well improved system of canals 
and rivers with standard depthe along our 
seaboard and interior would furnish admir- 
able facilities for moving freight and pre- 
vent the congestion which caused such heavy 
losses three years ago and threatens to recur. 
We must teach them that most of the ter- 
minals on the watercourses are owned by 
one or more failroads and used for. selfish 
interest with scant regard for the public 
welfare, 

This situation will be changed as soon as 
the people demand it. We must insure a 
comprehensive policy of improvement of the 
nation’s waterways by an annual appropria- 
tion of $60,000,000, secured by an authorized 
bond issue of $50,000,000. a year, to be used 
only when the current revenues are not avail- 
able. This is a financial program fully war- 
ranted by the magnitude of the interests in- 
volved, 

Let us protect our watercourses ftom im- 
proper rail competition with state and na- 
tional laws to the end that this great natural 
resource may be used to assist in solving our 
transportation problems, the simplifying of 
which means increased growth and prosper- 
ity to every community in the nation.” 


River Banks as Garden Spots. 


Pansy beds and tall poplars will line the 
banks of the navigable streams of the future, 
if the woman's auxiliary of the national 
rivers and harbors congress can bring it 
about. The woman’s national congress held 
a five hours’ session today. The delegates 
will meet again tomorrow to map out plans 
for making the banks of rivers take on the 
grace of carefully kept gardens. 

The work of the women is being done in 
conjunction with that of the national rivers 
and harbors congress.

Must Keep Two Facts. 
Turning to the tariff and the Payne law, he 
In considering the results of the recent 

tariff legislation it is indispensable, in my 
judgment, to keep two important factors in 
mind. The first is that the Payne law is only 
an incident in a tariff revision movement 
by the Republican party. The second is 
that it is the resultant effect on the move- 
ment which it Is important to take into ac- 
count and estimate, and not, essentially, any- 
thing else. 

No one expected this great movement to 
complete itself in a single act of legislation, 
and it was expected to be quite clear that 
the legislation enacted last August did not 
end the movement for tariff revision. 

“The friends of tariff revision never ex- 
pected that the law of 1008 would complete 
the movement. The hope and expectation is 
entertained that the Payne bill ends the ac- 
tual legislation for the present, and it is not 
considered advisable immediately to turn 
in again and disturb business conditions. 
It does not seem necessary or advisable to 
make all tariff legislation a review of the 
entire law. 


Wants Facts Before Change. 

“An excellent reason for a reasonable post- 
ponement of attempts at further legisiation 
is that it universally is believed that we 
ought to do no more legislating on the tariff 
until we know better how to legislate on it. 
The opinion practically is universal that we 
have seen the last of the log rolling system 
of legislation upon such an important sub- 
ject and that hereafter such legislation must 
be based on facts and knowledge and scien- 
tine investigation, and not on mere barter- 
ing between sections and different interests. 

“There is one great fact that makes a 
new. tariff epoch. That fact is that the Re- 
publican party has changed its front. 
Whereas it had been marching toward 
higher tariff, is has faced about and is march- 
ing toward lower tariffs. It has recognised 
| hanged conditions. 

“Tt is true the Payne bill does not contain 
as much downward revision as the great ma- 
jority of members of the Republican party 


tain as much of that revision as the presi- 
dent wished. But the Payne bill as it passed 
the house was an intentional and avowed re- 
vision downward, and though it was modified 
before it finally was enacted, it would be im- 
possible to deny that it is a practical con- 
firmation of the new policy of the Republican 
party. 

“Personally I sympathize with the new 
tariff policy of the Republican party, but I 
most heartily believe that, notwithstanding 
the well acknowledged limitations of the re- 
vision contained in the Payne bill, it ought 
not to be accepted by the friends of tariff 
revision as a satisfactory achievement under 
all the circumstances.”

Taft Expects Full Solution. 


It is the belief of the administration that 
all these questions will be solved im a way 
to show that the federal government has 
ample constitutional power. So far as taxa- 
tion is concerned, a state will continue to 
have the power to tax the properties of a 
federal corporation within the state while 
the federal government may impose charges 
either for the federal incorporation or upon 
the net receipts of the business, 

The commissioner of corporations has held 
that as congress for the purpose of regulat- 
ing interstate commerce has the unques- 
tioned right to create a corporation, and can 
grant it a franchise to carry on such com- 
merce, it must also be able to granta fran- 
chise to produce the necessary subjects of 
such commerce. 

The president realizes that the combina- 
tions of labor are a necessary element in our 
present industrial system.

Mr. Upham con- 
sulted with Congreseman Graff of Peoria to- 
night with regard to the colonels chances, 
and it is understood that Senator Cullom.

tions, will be asked to add his Indorsement. 

This is not the first time Col. Smith has 
been mentioned for the foreigh service.

Substance Turns to Stone; Wom- 
an Dies After Much Suffering. 


SEQUEL T0 OPERATIONS. 


Milwaukee Patient Skeptic on Surgery 
After Second Effort. 


Milwaukee. Wis., Dec. 8.—[Special.)—After 
four yeers of suffering, during which a sur- 
geon’s sponge was slowly. being turned to 
stone in her bladder. Mre. J. H. Fertig, 169 
Twenty-first street, in. the . Milwaukee 
hospital this ‘morning following a third 
operation. Mrs. Fertig, was 35 yegra of age, 
the wife of J. H. Fertig of the auditing de- 
partment_ of the Northwestern’ Lite Insur- 
ance company. 

Four years ago. Mrs. Fertig: underwent an 
operation for the removal of a tumor. Two 
weeks later the surgeon who performed the 
operation conducted a becond operation, 
practically convinced that he. had lelft a 
sponge in the wound. A surgeon's sponge is 
medicated ‘ cloth used in en opere- 
tions. 

The second operation failed: to reves} the 
sponge, and the wound was closed. A year 
following’ a part of the sponge, worked out 
through the wound, which had not healed. 
It was suggested’ to Mrs. Fertig that she 
undergo a third operation. Prejudiced 
against surgeons after her experience, she 
refused, taking up mentel healing. Reoently 
her ‘suffering became more acute and finally 
unbearable. On Thursday an operation was 
performed and the sponge was found. It had 
been turned to stone. 

Mrs. Fertig wae born in Waupun, Wis. 
With her at her death was her mother, Mrs.

trust company in connection with the re- 
ceivership proceedings, which have not been 
quite wound up. He tried to file an interven- 
ing petition, but was not allowed to do so by 
the court. 

“The bill filed by Mary B. Stone is a ruse 
of Mr. Spalding to get into the courts. He 
sent a printed bill to the company a few 
weeks ago which he said he was going 
to file. It contained in substance the same 
charges in the bill filed by Mary B. Stone.” 

Mr. Spalding, however, denied that he had 
anything to do with the filing of the bill, but 
admitted that he knew Mary B. Stone. 


Bill Charges Conspiracy. 

Mary B. Stone points out that on Feb. 3, 
1896, a trust deed was delivered to the Title 
Guarantee and Trust company, predecessor 
of the Chicago Title and Trust company, 
conveying the water rights of Charles C. 
Tautphaus in Idaho for the purpose of issu- 
ing $300,000 of bonds to form the idaho Canal 
company. 

Of the 300 bonds, 116 were in the vaults of 
the Globe Savings bank of Chicago when it 
failed, April 5, 1897. The Chicago Title and 
Trust company was appointed a receiver 
and came into possession of the bonds. 

A. acheme is alleged; to have been started 
in Idaho by J. H. Brady to obtain possession 
af money of the canal company. 

Fifty-two bonds which should have been 
kept by the receiver, it is averred, were ob- 
talned by a man named Smith and Brady, 
and have never been accounted for, accord- 
ing to the bill. 

In December, 1902, the court directed a sale 
of the company’s property under the trust 
agreement, and in January, 1908, it was sold 
for $110,000 to the Idaho Canal and Improve- 

ment company, a corporation alleged to have 
been organized by Brady a year previous. 


Says Trust Was Betrayed. 

The receiver made his report on Feb. 7, 
1903, showing the payment of debts amount- 
ing to $26,413.86 and $75,280.61 paid to the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, The trust 
company, it is averred, in violation of its 
trust, accepted bonds of the newly formed 
canal company, instead of money at the fore- 
closure sale. 

“Immediately after the division of the 
bonds among those who had conducted the 
said conspiracy,” the bill states, che prop- 
erties to dee their normal value, 
and were sold in 1906 for $420,000. 

Therefore, your oratrix says that the 
Chicago Title and Trust company has abused 
and betrayed its trust, failed and refused te 
pay to your ordtrix the proceeds of said fore- 
closure, or account for the same, and diverted 
a large amount of the said trust funds to its 
own use or to the use of others not entitled 
thereto.”

Drama Better. than Teacher. 

“When young people enter into the spirit 
and the action of it they derive these benefits 
from the effort. They try to produce, not 
ideas and abstract conceptions, but life itself 
as they see it, and they strive to see it clearly 
When their interests are engaged in repro- 
ducing it. 

The emotions are vivified. when spoken 
by young lips, andthe message which a good 
drama carries is more visual and effective 
than the spoken exhortations of a teacher 
or lecturer.’’ 

Mr. Judson spoke of the great value of the 
drama as recreation, and he pointed out that 
the need of recreation was great. All et- 
forts at reform, he thought, could be weil 
directed toward making the drama whole- 
some and entertaining. 


Says Women Can Aid Uplift. 


William L. Hubbard exhorted the women 


who wish to assist the high art of the drama 
“to learn to love things that are clean and 
wholesome and then stand up fer them.” 

“I do not think that the women can aid 
the cause by becoming producers,“ he said. 
“The theater eats up too much money for 
that. But they can govern the drama toa 
great extent by constituting themselves cen- 
sors of the plays. The clubs can appoint 
committees to visit plays and report on 
them. 

The manager probably is sincere in say- 
ing he doesn't care what he produces. If the 
women will give a few thousand dollars oc- 
casionally toward it the managers will pro- 
duce Ibsen. They would rather produce 
Ibsen than musical comedy, because it is 
cheaper. 

Would Imitate Japanese. 

„It is important, however, not to devote 
too much attention to the literary drama.: 
The problem play is the rock on which every 
uplift movement has gone to pieces. Shak- 
speare wrote good literature, but primarily 
he wrote gdod acting plays as plays and not 
as literature. 

„I should be glad if we of the United States 
could learn the secret of happiness as the 
Japanese have it. I have just come home 
from Japan, and I used to think when I saw 
that smiling, genial, happy minded people 
that Americans should try to catch their 
spirit. We might help accomplish this 
through the drama.“ 


Three Kinds of Critics. 
„There is a use for compromise in institu- 


tions of pure utility, institutions that want 
to produce an object like sausage,”’ said Mr. 


Hackett. But in the matter of ideas there | 


can be no-compromise, and that critic best 
serves the public who is invincibly candid. 


“There are three classes of erities. The : 
lowest is that which aims to express not his 


own views, but those which he expects the 
public to hold, The next class is that best 
represented by Bernard Shaw, which ex- 
presses its own vieWs at any cost and re- 
jolces to find its vie vin Spposition to those 
of the public, and @nds by adivocating all 
views that are diametrically opposed to the 
views of the public.

The principal home of the earls of Moray is, how- 
ever, Darnaway castle, in Elginshire. The castle stands 
in the center of the most extensive oak forest in the 
British isles, and it is said that a man may walk 
twenty miles without losing the shelter of these an- 
cient tree In one corner of the forest the Regent 
Moray stocked a heronry, and herons nest there to 
this day. It was at Darnaway castle, by the way, that 
Mary Queen of Scots held her first council after the 
death of her second husband, Lord Darnley.

The history of the earls of Moray is a long record 
of murders and blood feuds, and it was for the purpose 
of putting an end to one of these feuds that the third 
earl of Moray was not only solemnly enjoined from 
pursuing his father’s murderer, but even compelled to 
wed the latter's beautiful daughter. It is perhaps 
owing to these sanguinary traditions that a species of 
blight is believed by superstitious peoplé in Scotland 
to rest upon the earldom of Moray, which rarely has 
deacended from father to son, while many of the lords 
have led strange and secluded lives; in fact, what the 
Scotch Fall “fey” lives. 

The new earl has three boys. His childhood was 
passed in straitened circumstances. His father was a 
village clergyman in Dorsetshire, had eight children, 
and ‘a stipend of less than $1,000 a year, when the 
death of the fourteenth earl, a cousin he had never 
seen and with whom he had never held any communi- 
cation, suddenly brought him into possession of estates 
extending over an area of some 150,000 acres, and a 
number of castles and country seats. There was also 
a considerable amount of money, in spite of the fact 
that the fourteenth earl, who was a great arboricul- 
turist and who is on record as having planted 30,000,- 
000 trees on his Scotch estates, left over a million 
dollars to various Scotch charities. 

Formériy the barony of Gray was agsociated with 
the earldom of Moray, through the marriage of the 
ninth earl to the eldest daughter of the eleventh Lord | 
Gray, this daughter inheriting her father’s barony, the 
third oldest in Scotland. But on the death of the 
fourteenth earl the Gray barony fell to the share of a 
Mrs. James Smith, whose maiden name was Pounden 
and who is the daughter of the daughter of the tenth 
earl of Moray, the present Lord Moray being descended 
from the ninth earl. 


— 

There was considerable doubt for a time as to 

whether Mrs. Smith would be permitted to succeed to 
the barony of Gray. For there have been certain irreg- 
ularities with regard to her birth, her mother, Lady 
Jane Stuart, having been a woman of eccentric char- 
acter. Lady Jane was married twice. Her first hus- 
band, Sir John Stewart, died without issue, and only 
a few weeks afterward Lady Jane married an Irish- 
man of humble origin and station named Jeremiah 
Pounden, neglecting, however, to go through the for- 
mality of the publication of the bans or to give the 
full names in the registration of the union, this being | 
in itself sufficient to invalidate the match. 
A couple of years later it seema to have dawned upon 
Lady Jane that her marriage was no marriage at all, 
and, realizing that she was about to become a mother, 
she hurriedly went through another marriage cere- 
mony, this time being careful to fulfill all the neces- 
sary formalities. Then she started for Dresden, where 
she gave birth to her only daughter, the Mrs. James 
Smith, who is now Lady Gray. Lady Jane, however, 
neglected once more to observe the necessary formal 
ties at Dresden, in connection with the birth of her 
daughter, and the consequence fs that the, latter stands 
in the peculiar position of being without a birth cer- 
tifleate, never having had her birth registered, either 
by the Saxon authorities or by the English consulate 
at Dresden. 


— 

Nor ts this all. Lady Jane having peculiar views on 
the subject of baptism, her daughter was not chris- 
tened until the eve of her marriage, the result being 
that the certificate of baptism, which was submitted 
to the committee of privileges of. the house of lords, 
was useless as far as bearing on the date of her birth 
was concerned. However, the house of lords, taking 
into consideration the fact that there was no other 
claimant to the barony of Gray, which carried with it 
no territorial possessions, all of which have remained 
with the earldom of Moray, consented to overlook all 
these various irregularities and admitted Mrs. Smith's 
pretensions, recommending to the crown to invest hér 
with the barony of Gray, which was done. 
Subsequently Lady Gray received permission to er- 
change her patronymic of Smith, and her eldest son, 
who, had until that time been known as “Jim Smith,” 
became “the master of Gray.” He is a graduate of 
Cambridge, a fellow of the Royal Geographical society, 
and will on the death of his mother become a peer of 
Scotland under the mame of Lord Gray.

We are not accustomed to see women in the 
cities engage in manual labor on the street.

We are accustomed to see women jan- 
itors in the postoffice and to see women 
on the farms who toil and sweat from 
sixteen to seventeen hours, milking, cooking, 
washing, churning, ironing, sewing, patch- 
ing, baking, picking and putting up fruit, 
making soap, cutting wood—yes, even in the 
hay and wheat fields. And we are accus- 
tomed to see pale, worn, thin, haggard wom- 


en; women begging and selling papers and 


chewing gum on the streets of Chicago late 
into the night, and women in the stockyards. 
But barelegged women in Budapest are bar- 
barians and semi-civilized. I fail utterly to 
find on the faces of these same peasants, 
either here in the city or in the country, the 
work worn, haggard expression of our haid 
tollers. They are as bright. faced, pink 
cheeked, cheery a lot of ‘women as I 
have ever seen except among pure sav- 
ages. No, they don't go to America to wear 
shoes and stockings or to escape work; 
they go to work harder, to get more money to 
buy more bread. 


Hungary Like America. 

My only excuse for yielding to the request

Seek Interchange Reform. 

A meeting of Chicago railway officials was 
held at the Congress hotel in the morning to 
discuss means of improving the methods of 
freight interchange here. Nearly every rall- 
way entering the city was represented. At 
present the exchange of freight in the city 
ie governed by many individual contracts, 
involving expense, unequal methods, and 


delay. It is hoped that a uniform system may 


be worked out which will take much of the 
awitching away from the congested districts. 

Dissatisfaction with the freight rates into 
Chicago was given as the occasion for a meet- 
ing held in the Congress hotel by eighteen 
representatives of the malleable iron manu- 
facturers. Discriminatory rate adjustments 
were alleged, giving some iron producers and 


communities more favorable rates than 


others. Birmingham, Ala., the iron men 
said, enjoys a relative advantage into Chi- 
cago of 50 cents a ton as compared with To- 
ledo, Detroit, and Milwaukee. 


Hearing on Terminal Fight. 

The fight between the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, which seeks to acquire the prop- 
erty of the Chicago Terminal Transfer rail- 
way at the foreclosure sale set for Jan. 6, 
and the stockholders’ protective committee 
of the latter corporation went to hearing be- 
fore Judge Kohisaat. Minority stockholders 
of the Terminal say the B. and O. is trying 
to ‘freeze them out in the reorganigation. 
Arguments were presented as to whether the 
committee, which has delayed a settlement of 
the Terminal affairs for nearly three years, 
shall be allowed to file an intervening petition 


alleging a gigantic conspiracy on the part of 


the late E. H. Harriman and his associates 
and the Baltimore and Ohio company to 
wreck the Terminal and bring about a sale 
to the eastern road at a low price. 

No decision was rendered by the judge, who 
gave the stockholders until next Tuesday to 
file their briefs and the B. and O. attorneys 
another week in which to file theirs. 


Minority Asks Ney Start. 

The stockholders ask in the petition which 
they seek to file that the decree of fore- 
closure entered by the court on Feb. 20, 1007, 
be set aside, that a new receiver be appointed 
to manage the road and to supervise an ac- 
counting which they declare will show that 
the road would not have defaulted on its 
bonds if the Baltimore and Ohio had paid 
an adequate rental for the use of terminal 
facilities. They also ask an examination of 
the records of the Terminal company for 
the purpose of proving their assertions of a 
conspiracy. 

Damages in the amount of $58,117,800 are 
asked of the Baltimore and Ohio, as repre- 
senting the difference between the rental 
established under & ninety-nine year lease 
dated April, 1908, and the sum which the 
common stockholders say should have been 
paid for the full term. 

The Baltimore and Ohio was represented 
by Herbert R. Preston, general solicitor, of 
Baltimore, and W. J. Calhoun of Chicago. 
They said Harriman was not in control of the 
B. and O. in 1908, that the whole story was 
the work of imagination, and unsupported 
2 by information and belief allega- 

ons.

“With the gudden drop in the temperature 
lovers of outdoor sports who have each wit- 
ter spept hours ot enjoyment on the tobog- 
gan slides in the parks have learned that 
for thé first-time in years the slides are not 
to be erected.

WilMam Kolacek, president of the west para 
board, said yesterday that the three slides 
in west side parks will not be erected this 
winter unless there is more of a demand for

Merger Plan Never Abandoned. 

The larger traction interests believe a on- 
solidation of all the lines wl be agreeable 
to the city and the general public. Such 
a consol dation will effect à saving in oper- 
ating expenses, make posstole more tarvugh 
routes, and the city will share in any bene- 
fits in a financia. way. Both the City rall- 
Way company and the Chicago Kaiways 
company are operating under ordinances fix- 
ing every detall of financing and operating. 
A consolidation, therefore, could not void 
any agreements or alter obligations to the 
city. It is argued that that which would 
be gained by the street railway companies 
would be also the gain of the city.
